R. D’Anvers’s laf Craft/man confifts of a Letter 

from one of bis Corre/pondents, who tells him, that 
* if he only propofed by writing to triumpb over bis 
fdverfartes, he bas already carried his Point ; but that be 
bopes he had fome nobler End in View. 

It is true, indeed, (fays this Gentleman) that the mrnrfe- 
riai 4 riters are quite difcomfited and driven out of all their 
former Arguments, which are now fo fully exploded by 
the Courfe of Events. Some of them have thought fit to 
continue in a State of abfolute Silence; whilft others are 
forced to skulk about from Paper to Paper, as their Patron 
runs from Court to Court, in order to conceal their Con- 
tradictions, and argue againft Themfelves with tolerable De. 
cency. Yet, even under this Difguife, They induftrioufly 
avoid coming to the Point, or giving any particular Anfwer 
‘o what hath been alledged on the other Side. They trifle 
only in Generals, and endeavour to draw us off from the 
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Scent by a new Torrent of Ribaldry on the Peace of 
Uiprecht ; ‘though -Phey: boafted,- almoft two Years ago, 
thar They hed fupplyd all’ the Defeds of that, Treaty; gad 
ehablifrd the Tranquillity of Europe o7-a@ lafting Foundati- 
om” ‘This, I mutt confefs, is ridiculous:enough, and natu- 
tallysexcites Laughter, as it deferves Contempt. But the 
peculiar Circumftances of Affairs, at this Time, ought to 
carry our. Thoughts beyond the Abfurdities of fuch 
Wretches, and direct them to Thofe,. who have.work’d up 
the prefent Storm in Furcpe. One of their Advocate: 
hath the Modefty to call the the prefent Conjun@ure ap 
* happy Situation, with Refpect to Us, and defcauts very 
florialy on the Wifdom of our Councils, which have 
brought Great-Britain into this bleffed Condition ; but even 
the Letter-writer to the Craft/mex is alhamed of fuch pro- 
fligate Affertions, and feems to acknowledge that We are 
brought, by fome Means or other, into a terrible Com- 

lication of Diftreffes ; though He is very unwilling that 

Ve fhould; make any Enquiries into the Cau/es of it. In- 
deed, the Cafe is too evident, and needs no farther Expla- 
nation. The great Increafe of our Seamen, the Augmen- 
tation of our Land-Forces, and other military Appearan 
ces, both at home and abroad, are fufficient Proofs that 
our Court do not think Themfelves intirely unconcern’d in 
the prefent Yar, nor free from all Apprehenfions of being 
engaged in it. This, perhaps, is an happy Situation for 
fome Perfons, who may hope to amafs Wealth, or fcreen 
Themfelves by publick Confufions ; but it affords a very 
melancholy Profpect to the People in general, who are al- 
ready burthen’d with fuch heavy Debts, and fuch a Mul- 
tiplicity of Faxes, that even the moft expert Proje@fors 
will find it extremely dificult to open any new Sources, 
without diitresfing the prefent Generation in the moft ne- 
ceffary Articles of Life, and entailing infinite Hardfhips on 
their Pofterity. 

But if it thould be abfolutely neceffary for our own 
Prefervation to take a Part in thjs Wor, We muft fubmit 
to it, whatever may be the Confequence ; and nothing 
furely can be more, requifite, in fuch a Crifis, than an hear- 
ty Union, or Coalition amongft ourfelves ; which tends mot 
effectually to render the Adminiftration eafy at home, and 
give Weight to their Councils abroad. Party-Government

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is always a wretched Expedient ; but more efpecially fo 


ata Time, when extraordinary Subfedies are required of a 
People, who are almoft ready to fink under the prefent 
Burthen ; for though the collective Body of the Nation are 
concluded by their Reprefentatives, and obliged to fubmit 
to any Jaxes, which are legally impofed upon Them ; a 
wife Government will always endeavour ta have their 
Hearts, as well as their Purfes, at Command, and ttrength- 
en their Power by popular Affection. The Force of 
this Argument will not be difputed by the Court-/i riters, 
Who have often prefs’d it, with great Warmth and Impor- 
tunity, againft the Gent/emen in the Oppofition. The Ne- 
ceflity therefore of an Union, or Coalition, is acknowledged, 
on both Sides ; but I am afraid there is a very material 
Difference between us about the Nature of it, and the 
Terms, upon which it ought to be founded. The minife- 
rial Firiters feem to mean nothing farther by a Coa/ition 
than an abject Surrender of our Jaterefts and Underitand- 
ings, at the Difcretion of Men in Pcwer, without any Ca- 
itulation. Buta Coalition, in the proper Senfe of the 
Vord, certainly means fomething more. It means an A- 
bolition of all former Animofities, a mutual Accommoda- 
tion of Differences, and an Agreement upon fome fener al 
Points, in which Seth Parties ought to give Way a little to 
the Prejudices of cach other. ‘The Body of the People 
have fhewn a ftrong Inclination to fuch an Union. Phe 
Teries have not been afhamed to renounce thofe ridiculous 
Principles of Government, which fome of their Party have 
formerly maintained, and the Whigs have confef¥d, with 
the fame Franknefs, that the Practices of their Party 
have often been a Scandal to their Principles. Both of them 
have declared their Affection for the pre/ent Efablifhment, 
and acted in a friendly Concert with each other, for the 
Prefervation of our common Liberties. They jutuy pee 
cur in Opinion that the former intirely depends on * vet 
ter, and that large Grants to the Crown ought a w ays 
to be remunerated by the Redrefs of popular Griewan ’ 
when there are any to be redrefs’d, according to the an- 
tient Practice and even the Inftitution of Par/raments. hi 
Such a Difpofition as this, and at fuch a bm ate this, 
is certainly a very happy Circumftance for = ¢ aesans 
and nobody will endeavour to prevent or iar pt whee 
Thofe, whofe Intereft it is that honeft Men of a So tacaie 
thould not agree. The ie of Hallifax we 
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ich Men very well in his Charadier of a@ Trimmer. —_

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The fame Gentlemen have likewife made a Difcovery 
that there are great Numbers of Popifob Miffionaries now 
in England, who exercife a fort of ecclefiafical Furi fdiéi- 
om amongft themfelves. What a notable Difcovery 
is This, and how feafonably timed, to ferve a double 
Purpofe at the en/uing Eleétons, by alarming the Prote- 
fonts with the Danger of the Pretender, and terrifying 
the Roman Catho/tcks with Apprehenfions of having the 
Fenal Laws put in Force againft them? With this View 
a * fl/y Pamphlet hath been difpers’d through the King- 
dom, and made Ufe of in a late Speech at Sa/ter’s-Hail/, 
to influence the Protefant Diffenters; but fo wife a Body 
of Men will never fuffer themfelves to he impofed upon 
by fuch Artifices, nor to be made the Property of Per- 
fons, who have a vifible Intereft in mifleading Them. 
‘They will remember what a dangerous Step They made, 
tn a date Reign, by liftening to fuch Counfels, and cannot 
be fo weak, or fo wicked, as to propofe any Advantages 
to Themfelves, by ftanding in the Gap between a def 
perate Projecior, and the Body of an injured, exa/perated

Extract from FoG’s-JOURNAL. 


PS HERE happened (fays Mr. Fog) at a certain Time 
in the City of Rome, avery great Scarcity of Pro- 
vilion,———-——- the Time I fpeak of was long betore that 
Commonwealth became fo fcandaloufly corrupt, as it 1s 
revrefented by Tacitus and other Hiftorians in the Days 
of thofe infamous Fellows, who were called Emperors ;

Honour and Virtue influenced all their publick Councils. 
—At this Time one Spurius Meltus, a very rich

the State was concerned) to enquire into the Reafon of 
this Proceeding; the Dictator fummoned Spuries Melius 
to anfwer, and difcovering, that he had a Detign upon 
fome publick Offices, and took this Method of infinuating 
himfelf with the People, before he would declare himfelf, 
he was by the Dictator condemned to die, and was execu- 
ted accordingly. 

Machiavil highly extols the Policy as well 2s fignal 
Virtue of the Roman Senate in this Proceeding, for (fays 
he) here was a Man under the moft plaufible and popular 
Pretences, attempting flyly to introduce Corruption in the 
Election of Magiftrates, but cut off before his pernicious 
Practices could take Effect. 

What brought this Piece of Hiftory into my Memory, 
was reading a Paragraph of News, that was inferted in fe- 
veral of our daily Papers: ‘The News Writers told 
us trom Dever, that feveral Hundred Oxen were to be 
fliughtered there, for the Ufe of the Royal Navy. —I 
own I did not believe the News, becaufe, I knew that no 
Vien of War had ever been fitted our at that Port, 
that there are no Docks there for that Purpofe, and that 
the little Harbour is not capable of receiving Ships of 
Burthea. — f cannot indeed charge the News Wri- 
ters w.th allerting any of thefe Things, they only tell us 
that fo» many Head of Cattle are to be flanghtered there, 
ind they account for it, by giving us to underftand, that 
a Commiffioner of the Victwalling Office has declared him- 
felt a Candidate for the faid Town for the next Parlia- 
ment ; —-—— that he buys, or begs, or all the Of- 
fal of the faid eight Hundred Oxen, in order to give 2- 
mongit the Poor, fo that you are left to judge whether 
it is done out of Charity, or, (I muit not fay to bribe the 
‘lowr) but to gain the Favour of the Town, for one, 
wio probably has no natural Intereft amongit them, and 
whom, perhaps, they would not give a Shilling to fave 














This Manner of accounting for it, made me believe tt 
f t did not appear credible to me, that in a Coun- 
try fo happy, in the Enjoyment of all its antient Liber- 
ties, a Maa fhould have the Boldnefs to make an Attempt, 
for which he wou'd have foffered Death in any of thofe 
free Goyerameats of old, whofe Hiftory we fo much 
‘mre, gud whofe Example we think it an Honour to 
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f am fince confirm’d in my Opinion, that this News can- 
not be true, becaufe, I haye not heard of this Perfon’s be- 
ing difmifs’d trom his Employment, for I am confident 
our excellent Minifters wou’d have fhew’d a juft Abhor- 
rence of fuch a pernicious Attempt, not only in Regard 
to their own Honour, but to preferve our Conttitution pure 
and uncorrupt, a Point we know they thave fo much at 
Heart, that it is their only Study Night and Day; for 
What wou’d Men fay, if fuch Practices were fuffered to 
pafs without being taken notice of ? But that the Difpofal 
of the People’s Money, which is intrufted to be laid out by 
the Minifters, for the Defence of the Nation, is employ’d 
in fuch a Manner, that it ferves to undermine and deftroy 
their Liberties, for I believe that no Man doubts but if 
ever a Majority of Place-Men and Penfioners fhou’d be re- 
turn’d to Parliament, the Conftitution will lie at the Mer- 
cy of the Minifter-——I fay, that cenforious People wou'd 
be apt to talk in this Manner. We differ in many Circum- 
{tances from the Condition of the old Romans, yet I can- 
not deny but their Liberties feem to have been built upon 
as fure a Foundation even as ours ; but I hope ours will 
fait much longer With them the Election of all the 
great Oificers of the State was in the People, with us they 
are appointed by the Prince, ————-with them they were 
chang’d annually, with us they are to contife as long as 
the Prince fhall like them, and a Man may be detefted by 
the whole People, and yet be employ’d in their Bufine(s, 
and be enrich’d at their Expence. 

With all thefe wife Cautions of the Romans, as foon as 
Bribery was employed in the Election of Magiftrates they 
were undone, and continued fome Ages Slaves to a vicious 
effeminate Succeffion of Emperors, their rapacious Fayou- 
rites, to their Pimps and Panders. — . 

If a vicious Minifter, with us, in order to fecure his 
Plunder, or for other Reafons, fhou’d have a Defign of 
making the Crown es perhaps, it may be brought 
about with lefs Difficulty, he need only contrive to impo- 
verifh the People by a Load of Taxes, and when pet Ba "4 
in this low Condition, to bribe them with Scraps and Offa 8, 
to give up their Liberties, that is to fay, bs r ay 2 
Minions, who will be as fervile to him as a “ea a - 
was to Sejanus——the very Reflection, that there we 
a Poffibility of fuch a miferable Scene, is ¢nough to make 


a Man melancholy, In 
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In all Governments whatfoever, there mnaft be fome 
Perfons appointed for publick Oifices, and for making of 
Laws, and when the Many firft fubmitted themfelves to 
be ruled by the Few, it was their Defign that thofe that 
govern’d fhou’d be the Perfons the moft eminent amor ett 
them for Virtue and Ww ifdom ; but by the wicked Arts of 
ambitious Men it has often proved otherwife, and Nat tions 
have couched under the Ignorant, the Cowardly, and the 
Bafe. 

When Men arrive at fuch Favour and Intereft amongtt 
the People as to be appointed their Law-givers, and elect- 
ed into their great Offices, by having given fome wife Coun- 
cil, or perform’d fome great Action, for the Honour and 
Advantage of the Nation, ‘Things go well; and wherever 
Corruption has not found Entrance, the People will fix 
their Eyes upon fuch, and diftinguifh them with Dignities 
and Offices; but where a contrary Courfe is taken to ac 
quire an Intereft if little Knaves without Wifdom to 
give good Council, without Spirit or Addrefs to perform 
any great Adtion, fhould by skreening fome from the Pu- 
nijhments due to their Crimes, by promifing Places 
and Preferments to others, by bribing others with Mo- 
ney, and by throwing Scraps and Offals to the Poor (made 
fo, perhaps, by their iniquitous Conduct) find Means of 
giving Laws to a Nation, if fomething as bad as an Egyp- 
tian Risser fhould not follow, it wou’d be ftrange in- 
deed.

«< the Cafe exifts, to the then Heir of the Houfe of Sax- 
‘¢ ony: That, inthe mean Time, Augafus and his Heirs, 
«‘ jhould have the Trtle of King; and that the Czarinz 
«< fhould be fatisfied, with Regard to her Pretenfions, and 
‘¢ the Charges fhe has been at fince the Differtions in 20- 
‘© Jand, on that Account’. -We-do not, however, find it 
mentioned, by whom this Satisfaction, which cannot 
but amount to avery confiderable Sum, is propofed to 
be made, The Aniwer his moft Chrifian Majetty’ is re- 
ported to have given, is as follows: ‘* That from the 
*¢ very Beginning of this Difpute, his Majefty. had been 
*< very follicitous, not to. do any Thing himfelf, nor to

This Refolution, 
according the the Account we have, is, that they will not 
concur with the Emperour, in’a War againft Fraace, and 
her Confederates, ‘till, they have full and fufficient A fluran- 
ces, that the fourth Article of the Treaty of Ry/wick, 
and the third of that of Baden, fthall be abolifhed, as of 
Prejudice to the Protefant Body, and Infringements of the 
Treaties of Vefphalia. The Emperour has, indeed, af 
fared that Body, that, as a common Father of the J - 
tire, he will equally protect the two Religions > Bot the 
‘Pyeteftant Princes feeni to expect fome more vifibie Mart
